The poet notea
“en "~how natural the tongueof
Gaul is to Chicago—that ** Miss Dopp, the
head dressmaker of MAmsmALn Fiznp,
made a special trip to Europe for
the preparation of the trousseau."
After this Ingenlous advertisemont we
sre propared to bear without faint-
ing the Intelligence that the bride's
gown was * decolotte.” By thia time the
odrehral convolutions of the observer from
the City of Wind seem to have been badly
tangled, for after telling us that the white
tulle gowns of the bridesmaids wers * Chi-
ocago made,'" he asseris that the bride * pro-
sented to hor bridesmalds the wondrously
beautiful Parisian-made gowns which they
wore upon this occasion;” but much can be
pardoned to the natural embarrassment of
a Chieago man who finds himself in a
church. The post rallied bravely and took
the party out of church in fine form:

On the Inalde of the spacions man-
slon squally elaborats preparations had been made, and
all the concomitants of a wedding upon an unusuaslly
large scale wers there,

“The floral decorations were superb and very costly:
the catering waa under the direction of an Eastern
chef; the muale wan of the finest; tho merriment was
unbounded.”

Let joy be unconfined. Btill, we should
like to know why an Eastern chef had to be

‘summoned to decorate the interiors of the

guests at the greatast soclal event In the
history of the Northwest. Is it true, then,
as wicked scoffers have sald, that civilized
food and drink are not to be procured in the
sweot city named after the American mus-
teline carnivore of the genus Mephitis ?
This I8 & question well worthy of considera-
tion, but for the time belng we must con-
gldor a subject much more important from
the Chicago polnt of view, the value of the
presents. The delightful way In which the
poet treats this subject enhances our ad-
miration of him. Bome men might have
shown the practical and vulgar spirit of the
pawnbroker, but the poet merely dazzles us
with one splendid detall, tosses a fow jewels
&t us, and than in one golden sentence sums
up the value of the most important socla!
event in the history of the Northwest:

The Naturallzed Chinaman.

A curious queation has arisen in reapect
to the rights of a naturalized Chinaman,
growing out of the application to the Secre-
tary of State for a passport for Wose CHIN
Foo. now a resident of this city,

At the present time the luws of the United
Btates expressly forbid the naturalization
of Chinamen. WoXa Cuix Foo, however,
claims to have been admitted to citizenship
by an order of the Circuit Court at Grand
Rapids, Michigan, In April, 1874, long before
thers was any express statutory prohibition
against the naturalization of Chincsge
subjects, and when the only requireinent of
the law as to the race of those applying for
naturalization was that they should be free
white persons or aliens of African nativity
or Afrlean descent. The Cireult Court in
Michigan must have held that a Mongolian
was a white person within the meaning of
the laws of the United States; otherwise it
would not have admitted WoNaG to citizen-
ship. A different construction {s put upon
the statute by the Btate Department.
Assistant Hecretary WHARTON has de-
clined to grant his application for a
passport on tha ground that the
Becretary of Btate is prohibited from
granting passports to any other persons
than citizens of the United States, and that
the naturalization of Chinamen under the
law, even as It existed in April, 1874, was un-
suthorized and vold.

In this view the State Department s
sustained by a decision which was rendered
in Ban Francisco in 1878 by the late Judge Lo-
RENZO BAWYER of the United States Circuit
Court. A Chinaman named AE YUp applied
to be naturalized, and after hearing his
counsel in behalf of the application, Judge
Bawyzer Invited arguiment from other prom-
inent mombers of the bar as amici curie,
or friends of the Court, In order to hear
what suggestions they might be alle o
offer on the subjoct. He subsequently de-
llvered a carefully writton opinlon review-
ing the course of legislation by Congress
in respeet to naturalization from the bogin-
ning, and helding with clearness nnd
abllity thnt tho expresslons ** white
persons,” ns used fn the naturalization
laws, excludes Mongoliaps., In this oplnlon
particular referance Is madae to the debates
in the Benate in 1870, when the law wus
changed 8o as to permit the naturalization
of persons of African nativity and descent;
and it is shown that Benator BumMNER and
oll the other particlpants in the disoussion
assumed that Chinamon were necessarily
oxcluded from naturalization by the law as
it then stood, which provided for the ad-
misslon to citizenship of white persons only.
Judge SAwYER also maintsins by reference
to the varlous systems of ethuological classi-
fication, that wherever color is tho basls of
distinction the Mongollan or yvollow race of
mankind constitutes one class and the Cau-
casinn or white race another, This decision
of the United States Clrcult Court In Call-
fornla, belng the highest judicial authority
which has yet expressed an oplnlon on the
subject, s properly followed by the Btate
Department. It certalnly presents a
powerful argument that Asslstant BHeo-
retary WEARTOY ls thereby justified In
holding that Wona Cum Foo was not le-
gally naturalized by the Michigan ocourt,
and is therefore not a person to whom a
passport can lawfully be granted.

It has been suggested that tho right of
Woxo CHIX Foo In this respect can bo test-
ed by an application to the courts in the
District of Columbla for a8 writ of mandamus
to ocompel the Hecretary of Blale to
Iszue the deslrod passport, It seems to us
very doubtful, however, whether auy such
applleation would be entertained. The law
does not say that passports shall be lssued
to applicants, but provides merely that the
Becrotary of Btate may grant and lssue
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shall deslgnate and preseribe, but that no
passports shall bo grantod or lssued to any
other persons than oitizons. The languago
of the law is declaratory of a power rather
than mandatory as to [ts exercise, and we
aro  Inclined to think t(hat ' a pass-
port might be refused oven to a citizen
under clrcumstances whioh In the judg-
ment of the Htate Department and the
Presldont renderod it Improper or inexpe-
dient to lssue one. If this view ls correct,
no mandamus could be granted. for the Bu-
preme Court of the United States has held
agaln and agaln that the judiclary cannot
intorfers oither by mandamus or Injunction
with executive oficars, such as the heads of
departments, In the discharge of their of-
flelnl dutles unless thosa dutles are purely
winisterial in character and involve no ox-
orcise of judgment or oMelal discretion,

Probably the best way for Woxa Crin Foo
to ohtaln an authoritative adjudieation from
the courts ns to his cltizenship would, bo to
attempt to vote at an elcction for member
of Congress.

Mr. FASSETT doesn't pan out as an orator,
aftor all. In his specch at Ogdensburg he sald.
"The Bepublican party's mission began in the
olevation of mankind, and will not end until
ita palvation shall have been made completa.”
In othor words, he wants to maks the plous
poopls of Ogdensburg bellove that the Repub-
liean party bolongs to the Balvation Army,
Thon ha created laughtar by speaking of
128000 neres of Republisans.' Unfortu.
nately for him, that happens to be a phrase
which belonga to our frlend Geonrax
Faaxcts Taean. Agaln  he says, *You
stand hero In the north & northern
light of New York Btats Republicanism,
an everlasting mennce to the Jdarkness of
Manhattan Island." Thia brilllant display
brought out "great applause.” But, after all,
horo in Manhattan [sland the people are not
afrald of the northern lighta, for the simple
roason that no fellow has as yet discovered
what they are made of or what they amount
to. He aleo tells ue that * Bt. Lawrence lights
the rignal fires on the north and away acrosa
the Htats in the aouthwestorn extromity. Cat-
taraugus and Chautauquna seo the aignal and
light their fires in return and send back the
fllumination to the north, and, like the Boot-
tish signals, theso are the signs of llfe, the
call to action of tho clans of Republicanism,
and from the farms and hillsldes we will all
joln In making the descont upon the Demo-
eratio Tammany hosts in the lowlands on the
{sland down by the sea."

Graclous! Mr, Fasserr must have been
down to Coney Island recently. He has fire-
workg on the braln. Here, agaln, is some
more of his fire: " One man in earnest can set
the world on firaa. A thousand men in Bt
Lawrence county in sarnest shall rales such a
flame here that it shall {llumine and fire the
State."

Waell, 1f Mr. FasserT {sn't a great orator, he
is certalnly a Nery one, and his speech at
Ogdensburg is the flerlest on record.

The Republican campalgn is evidently golng
to blazes.

The suicide of Gen. BouLANGER by the
grave of his mistress Is the melodramatio
close of o typical Gallic melodrama. The pre-
eminent quality of the man was vanity, and
such a death was the culmination of over-
weening vanity.

head was of hrass and his feet of clay.

A dime museum frenk, kuown as *“ The
Living Mun with the Broken Neck,” has in-
effoctually tried to commit sulolde in Mil-
wankee. Any one of the usual cowards who
commit suicide would have done sc long ngo
if he wore In this man's case, gosoon. prohably,
ns he discovered what his unfortunute condi-
tion was and that it was helplesn, * The Liv-
ing Man with the Broken Neck,” howevor, was
of sturdier stuff. It wns not until his wife,
taking her ehildren with her, had oloped. and
he had valnly tried to find them, that he at-
tempted sulcide. Ought not this attempted
suleide to straighten the backbone of some of
thoso wretched mer who gulp poison or jump
into dreary waters simply because they have
lost a pwestnenrt or an Imaginary aweatheart ?
Life, apparently, was plensant, or at least
worth llving, to one whose head could not he
roised above his bosom. and who earned a
misorable pittanee by being gazed at day after
day by the indifferent and the curious, It is
only necessary to recall Mra Browsixo's
words, that obsarvation without sympathy ins
torture, to know what this man endured and
endured willingly.

Asaistant Chomist Lederle of the Health
Depattment spent the greater part of Tuosday
in the grape-growing: distriet, In company
with Dr. D. G. Fairohild, assistant pathologist
in the Dapartment of Agricilture at Washing-
ton. They drovo through thirty-five miles or
more of the vinoyard sountry, and ‘were well
recelved by tha growers whom thoy visited.

Thoy found thmho ontire trovible bad been
oansed by a féw carcloss farmérs who had
falled to follow the instructiona issued by the
Governmont in the applioationof the Bordeaux
mitture. Home growers sprayed with too
strong a soluflon of coppet in the mixture;
